Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Herink explained that instant application differs from the cited 
prior art since the "effects" are different. Instant invention is drawn to a medicament for reducing atherosclerotic plaque 
formation versus reducing platelet adhesion and arterial thromboembolic disease taught by the prior art. However, it 
was remined that intended use or effect does not have a patentable limitation since such fails to impart any physical 
limitation to the composition claims. Dr. Kreamer explained that there is synergistic effect using the combination and 
will provide clear explaination of the synergistic effect and consider to present method claims comprising "synergistic 
effects' . The Examiner explained that new search is requied for method claims. 
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
